Shelton has been under somewhat 
of a facelift in the last year, celebrating 
the 50-year anniversary of the school 
(the celebration is formally known as 
the Jubilee). 1 he Chimes are the latest 
addition to a new and improved 
Shelton State campus. 

Last spring and throughout the 
past year. Shelton has added trees to 
its front Lawn extending all the way to 
the gates, and has made a successful 
effort to make the facilities more 
attractive. The addition of a Chxk 
Tower to the back lawn gives Shelton 



State somewhat of a monument for 
the school's identity. 

"We are extremely excited to see 
this symbol of Shelton State's rever- 
ence and respect for the past and hope- 
fulness for the future come to 
fruition." says Shelton State President 
Rick Rogers. 'The dedication cere- 
mony in April will cap off our Jubilee 
celebration and will locus on 'Our 
Students -Our Future.' It will serve as a 
symbol of our dedication to our stu 
dents and the future of West 
Alabama." 

The Shelton State Clock Tower, as 
it will be called, has four steel legs 
covered by brick, and it reaches 50 
feet into the sky. It is made with the 
same material and design as the rest of 
the college, so as to match the school. 
The Tower contains 24 cast bronze 
bells that will be able to play not only 
traditional bell rings such as clock 
chime melodies and hourly variation 
strikes, but also customized melodic 
and hymns. It has four back-lit dock 
dials, each six feet in diameter. 
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The Shelton State Clock Tower is located on the 
school's back lawn. It will be dedicated on April 
24.

The key to locating the 
kite is to find this bright star 
that is coming up in the east 
shortly after sunset. 

Simply find the Big 
Dipper and follow the curve 




of the handle away 
from the bowl, and 
it will lead to 
Arcturus. 

The kite is on its 
side with this bright 
star at its southern 
end. 

Most constella- 
tions get their names from 
ancient astronomers — 
Greeks, Babylonians and 
Egyptians. 

When the ancient 
astronomers looked at the 
stars of our modem day kite, 
they saw a person that tends 
to Bock of animals — a 
herdsperson and named the 
constellation Bootes who in 
Greek mythology was the 
son of Zeus and Callisto. 

Keep looking up, take. a 
walk on one of our nice 
spring nights, and locate 
your very own kite in the 
sky — the constellation 
Bootes.

Lastly, 
don't rush into deciding to 
open. Very detailed planning 
is very important! And 
remember location, location, 
location." 

Cox has a lot in store for 
him in the future. When asked 
what his plans were for 
expanding his golf business, 
he responded. "I am not sure if 
I will open golf stores in other 
cities, or if 1 will try another 
different kind of business in 

Tuscaloosa." 

He seemed pretty deter- 
mined to expand no matter 
which direction he chooses. 
At the moment he is looking to 
relocate his shop to another 
area because of the growing 
amount of equipment in his 
store. 

He said that he will first 
focus on his shop's expansion, 
and if other projects become 
available, he will approach 
them with the same amount of 
careful consideration that he 
did for his golf shop.

Interestingly, Eminem personally 
describes and details the internal 
struggle his character was going 
through on the special features por- 
tion of the DVD. 

This conflict is first seen at the 
beginning of the movie when 
Eminem gets apparent stage fright 
during a free-styling battle at the 
Shelter, a local club frequented by rap 
enthusiasts. 

While some audiences may not 
understand the idea behind free- 
styling, the art of being able to rap 
without forethought of what you're 
about to say, the reason Eminem 
leaves the stage without performing is 
ultimately the most important con- 
cept viewers must grasp. 

Unfortunately, storywriters leave 
that detail out of the movie and 
assume people who watch it automat- 
ically realize the importance behind 
Eminem walking off stage. 

At the Shelter, every rapper who 
free-styles has a reputation to build 
for acceptance and respect, but if you 
can't match up to your competition. 



there's a long, tough ladder to climb 
to even be considered worthy any- 
more. 

It goes a bit deeper, however, for 
Eminem being the white minority in 
the typically black social gathering; 
but instead of completely developing 
the star's conflict, writers chose to 

throw in useless scenes of 
his ex-girlfricnd doing 
everything except adding 
to the plot. 

Eminem's home life, 
where he lives in a trailer 
with his younger sister, 
his drunken mother and 
her abusive boyfriend, 
can easily be understood 
as a reason for his anger. 
His best friend. 
Future, seeing a talent in 
Eminem. constantly 
urges him to enter the 
weekly rap face-off at the 
Shelter, but to no avail. 
^ It isn't until Eminem. 

by chance, meets Alex, a 
young woman who seems particular- 
ly drawn to the rapper that he starts to 
strive. 

The two become closer and add 
another useless scene to the movie 
during their meaningless romp in the 
factory where he works. 

However, aside from physical 
gratification, Alex is able to inspire 
Eminem to take the next step with his 
life and career by providing support 
and hope that things can get better. 

While they never develop past a 
friendship, tedious at times with 
unfounded conflicts, Eminem gains 
the confidence he needs to go back on 
stage and face the adversity of a rival 
group who see him as inferior. 

Ultimately, and to no surprise, 
Eminem wins the final free-styling 
duel and earns the public respect he 
thrived in privately amongst his 
friends. 

The movie has a choppy sense of

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Two kinds of undecided: 

the procrastinators and the clueless

Ask a group of kindergartners what they want to 
be when they grow up and you will get an answer 
without hesitation. However, if you ask the same 
question to a group of college freshmen, they proba- 
bly couldn't tell you the answer. 

Many students who come to Shelton are undecid- 
ed on their majors. Holly Elliot, Shelton State coor- 
dinator of counselors, estimated that 40 percent of the 
students that come to Shelton are undecided. 

However, she said there are two types of unde- 
cided students. One is the student that is researching 
and exploring several options and simply hasn't nar- 
rowed it down yet. The second type is the students 
who hasn't researched or even thought about the 
future 

The big question is. why are so many students 
undecided about their majors? 

Most colleges do not require students to declare a 
major until their sophomore year. But. as a two-year 
college like Shelton. this could be risky business. 

By not knowing exactly what major is beign pur- 
sue, the college years can easily be prolonged. After 
the general curriculum is finished, many students try 
to narrow their choices by process of elimination. 
They may have wasted two or more semesters 
searching tor their interests, thus pushing their grad- 
uation date back. 

'Today it takes the average student five to six 
years to get a four-year degree," Elliot said. 
"However, these so-called wasted years could make 
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Holly Elliot, Shelton State coordinator of counselors, 
helps students decide on their majors. 



students happier once they start their careers." 

Elliot said that many college students lack 
research, work experience and time management 
skills, and they really don't know what they're doing. 
"Most don't realize the importance of the decision 
until they get out of high school " Elliot said. 
"Students simply don't know what motivates them or 



what their interests are." 

Now the question is. what can be done to help the 
students choose a major that suits their personality? 

During students' freshmen year, at Shelton, they 
are required to take an orientation to college class. In 
this class, they are given a Shelton State catalog that 
lists every major available at Shelton and its required 
courses. 

The students are also required to research one or 
two careers on the Occupational Outlook Handout 
website. This site, provided by the U.S. Department 
of l.abor. includes just about everything, from earn- 
ings to working conditions, on jobs across America. 

Still with all this help, many students are not quite 
sure of their major. 

For these students. Elliot suggests work experi- 
ence, internships, volunteer work or at least asking 
professionals questions about their field of work. 
"These experiences can really help the majority of 
the undecided students narrow their options." said 
Elliot 

The counselor's office is open from .8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 

'There is always someone here to talk and help 
you." Elliot said. However, it would benefit the stu- 
dent and the couselor if the studnets have the answers 
to these: What are your strengths and weaknesses? 
What courses do you like or dislike? What are your 
hobbies and interests? What do you not want to do? 

The answers to these questions can be establish a 
foundation for your personal requirements for your 
major. Thus, the perfect starting point for the rest of 
your life.
